{ EDITORIAL 

The broadcast appeal for a cease fire in Korea made bn the anniversary 
of the war, by Y, A. Malik, demonstrates once again the deep desire of the 
Soviet people for peace. As in the case of the support given by the Soviet 
Government to the proposal for poaco in Korea made by Mr, Nehru, Prime Ministor 
of India, last year, it is striking proof of the initiative that tho USSR 
readily and cagorly assumes in the causa of poaco,. 

Tho Anglo“-*fflicrican imperialist camp alone hositates and .sooks to advruioe 
all manner of reasons for failuro to seize such opportunities whon they ariso, 
-iC in tho caso of tho Nohru proposal the imperialists wore thrown into noar 
panio at tho prospect of poaco. To tho morehunts of death war is torribly 
profitable, so there was consternation on tho stock markots of London and Now 
York as tho prico of shares began to fall as a diroct consoquonoo of 14xlik t s 
proposal for a por.ooful sottlomont in Koroa, 


But the peoples passionately desire peace, and this, together with the 
heroic resistance of tho Koroan people and of the Chinese Volunteers,and thoir 
own military predioamont, has forced the ijncrican aggressors to uadortako 
: negotiations for an armistice. 

It lies within tho power of the peoples also to force the imperialists to 
rosumo tho negotiations of tho doputy Foreign Ministers of tho four Powers 
which wuro so arrogantly broken of? by tho US Government, Indeed, by 
mobilising all the potential forces for poaco it would be possible to secure 
a mooting of the Poroign Kinistors of not four, but of all fivo Groat Powers, 
with the roprosontativo of Pooplo's China taking his rightful plaoo at tho 
Conforonoc tablo. 


In order to help bring this about, the campaign for signatures W tho 
Appeal for a mooting of tho Fivo Pawors to sottlo all outstanding questions 
which contribute to international tension and menneo poaco, must roaoh evon 
more millions than did the Appeal for banning tho atom bomb.

PAUL ROBES CM ANSWERS 
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Raul Robeson, the great champion of the Negro people and of peace, in 
an open letter addressed 16 Warren Austin, chief U.S. delegate jto the United <. 
Nations, vigorously defended the proposals of the World Peaoe Oounoil for a 


peaceful settlement of the problems which divide the nations. 


Writing as a member of the Council whoso request for support for its 
specific peaco proposals had been arrogantly rejected out of hand by Austin, 
ho'said: 


*Your summary and discourteous dismissal of tho request for support 
of this committee's proposals constitutes a distinct dissorvioe to tho ) 

poaco-loving pooplo of the United Statas and the world. Dr, Pedorio 
Uoliot-Curio, chairman of the Council, in dirooting a roquoet to tho Unitod 
Nations for a conforcncc, carries out tho mandate of literally hundreds of 
millions of pooplo in all parts of the world, 

"You soom to forgot that you are presumod to bo a sorvant .of tho 
Unitod Nations, of many nations, not one. Your roply,to is, Joliot-Curio 
has a familiar ring. You soom to think that tho United Nations, far from 
reprosonting tho hopos and aspirations of the greator portion of mankind, 
just romainc ■what it has tended rooontly to boccano — the parroting whisper 
of powerful American corporate interests whioh many officials in positions 
of public trust happen to represent. 


"The people of the United States have struggled throughout our history 
with the selfish and greedy powerful few who have ever attempted to silence 
tho voioe and will of tho majority ** indved who, to-day arrogantly dare to 
dictate to all of the so-called "free" Western nations by virtue of tho 
supposedly bonovolont Marshall Plan,

"Jefforson fought such would-be porverters of our democratic traditions 
in his time, Fodorick Douglass, a former slave, the greatest fightor for 
tho emancipation of his people, named his-oncmios for what they were, 
travelled tho v/orld tolling the truth about tho slavery and oppression of 
millions of his colourod brothors and sistora- in the Southland, and made 
no protonoo of loving or being supinely ''grateful” to his oppressors, 

"In our time, Roosevelt fought tho neo-fascists, and today tho Amorican 
pooplo have the doop responsibility of rocapturing some.part of our honest 
democratic heritage to hand on to those who follow. Justioe Black of tho 
U.S, Supremo Court, in his ringing dissenting opinion in the oase of tho 
eleven Cotnaunist leaders, gives evidence of this democratic honesty,

bequeath to our childron Ku Klux Klan torror and tho legal murdering of a 
long-sufforlng pooplo,,,,.Thoy would bequeath contempt, hatred hnd 
destruction for tho working masses, colourod and white, all ervor tho 
world. 


"Thoso modorn conquorors aro tho spiritual descendants of tho robbor 
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■barons who, a half-century ago, under the banners of Anglo-Saxon 
superiority and American Manifest Destiny, took Cuba-,- Puerto Rico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines, .and-a half-century earlier robbed Mexico of Texas, 

"It is becoming increasingly clear that this . senseless dream of 'American

YOUNG PE- PC RATS OF -ALGERIA G ST 363 YEARS 1 GAOL 

The campaign of repression against the democratic movement in Algeria .1 

has reached an extremely violent stage. After trial for alleged conspimoy at 
Bougie, Oran and Algiers, 143 young domocrats have new been found guilty by the 
court at Bone. 


The verdict was arrived at after a trial in camera lasting -two wooks during 
which tho court building was surrounded by heavily armed guards. The court 
inflictod sentences totalling 363 years* imprisonment, 376 years of rostrictod 
movoment, 666 years of deprivation of civil rights and 23,200,000 francs in 
fines. 


Stunned by the sentences, 23 of tho mothors of those imprisoned immediately 
sent a tologrcjn of protost to the President of the Republic. It is now tho 
task of tho ropuhlioans and anti-fascists' of Franco to fight for tho rovcrsal 
of this shamoful vordict and to secure for the Algorian domocrats rospoct for thoir 
clomontary rights and libortios such as aro insoribod in tho Declaration of tho 
Rights of Man and of the Citizon.
